Rain Is Only Thing That

ULUTH (Minn.) Sept. 17.—{Exclu- 
D sive Dispatch.) The people of the 

north shore of Lake Superior are 
in despair of saving their homes and 
other improvements, for there are not 
enough hands to stay the relentiess 
approach of the fires, and the rain. 
which has been so earnestly prayed 
for in pulpits and homes is seemingly 
as far off as ever. . 

Several children have died on the 
north shore, and several Women are 
sick as a result of the hardships and 
exposure which burned-out settlers 
have suffered. The Duluth Bethel is 
filled with fire sufferers from the range 
and north shore. Nothing as yet has 
been heard from the seven men who 
were cut off in the woods behind Grand 
Marais Monday morning, and as the 
flames circle the town searching par- 
ties are out of the question. If they | 
do not appear within a day or so, hope 
will be given up. 

RAIN ONLY HOPE. 

The resident fire fighters and the 
crew from the training-ship Gopher 
are reported today as being too ex- 
hausted and discouraged to make fur- 
ther effective endeavor to check the 
flames. A report reached here today 
that nothing except rain within twen- 
ty-four hours can prevent the destruc- 
tion of Grand Marais. It is a village 
of 1000 inhabitants, seventy-five miles 
east from Two Harbors, the nearest 
point where there is telephone or tele- 
graph. But the U.S.8. Gopher is on 
hand to save the people in emergency, 
and the regular shore boats are trans- 
porting many women and children to 
Duluth. The fire-fighters on the north 
shore have worked with little rest for 
many days and nights, and would wel- 
come anything that would end the ter- 
rible suspense that has been hanging 
over them for the past week. ’ 

DARKNESS AT NOON. 

The nervous strain has been terrible, 
and still worn out as they are, the de- 
termined people of the north-shore 
colonies keep at it until they drop in 
their tracks, and it is no uncommon 
thing for a man to fal] and have to 
be carried to places of safety by oth- 
ers. At night the smoke is so thick 
when the flames are in the green tim- 
ber that it is impossible to see but a 
few feet ahead, and the fires are be- 
ing fought with great difficulty. 
Thursday at 11 o'clock it was almost 
as dark as night at Grand Marais, 
and the steamer Easton had difficulty 
in making the harbor entrance. Half 
the Gopher crew is at Chicage Bay 
and the other half at Grand Marais. 
Fifty hired forest fire-fighters are at 
Chicago Bay, sent there by order of 
Gov. Johnson.

AT LIFE PERIL HEDIN 
TRAVERSES THIBET. 


Daring Swedish Explorer the First 
European to Penetrate Portion of For- 


bidden Country—Many Discoveries 
Reward of Terrible Hardships. 


ONDON, Sept. 17.—A_ special dis- 

patch from Simla, British India, 

says that by deceiving the Thibet- 
ans regarding his intentions, Sven 
Hedin, the @wedish explorer, who has 
just arrived there after extended ex- 
plorations in Thibet, was enabled to 
evade the Thibetan spies when he 
started in December, 1907. 

A short distance from Karokoram 
he passed due east, and in a continu- 
ous fall of snow and amid great hard- 
ships he reached Aksai Chin Lake in 
January. From there on the snow ob- 
literated the roads and the caravan 
was in terrible straits. 

Some of the party suffered from 
frostbites and frozen feet. It was nec- 
essary to kil! off their flock of sheep 
for food. Eventually, however, they 
reached Shementso. Here friendly 
nomads resupplied him with animals, 
and a twenty days’ march east and 
southeast, passing Lem Chang Lake, 
brought the explorers to a point where 
the plunge into the unknown had to 
be made. 

After burning their European cloth- 
ing and everything indicating their na- 
tionality, and hiding their mongy and 
instruments in rice bags, Dr. 
Hedin adopted a disguise of a com- 
mon Ladakhi, daily painting his 
face a dark color and pre- 
tending to be the driver of animals. 
When wandering tribes met them, 
Karim, a trustworthy man familiar 
with Thibet, was posing as the head 
of 'the caravan. Thus they traveled 
without d@iscovery for two months in 
a furious gale ‘through an unknown 
tract, ending at Tongsto. 

From March 8&8 they traversed the 
northern edge of a great tract between 
latitudes 30 and 32, stretching from 
his old route to the Bramaputra, which 
was the great object of his journey. 

The explorers then marched due 
south, crossing several ranges running 
east and west, and passed the enor- 
mous ice mountain known as the Shak- 
angsham, on the east from which

Dr. Hedin discovered Lake Chunitso 
and followed its west shore for a whole 
day .and first heard of the great salt 
mine of Tabia Tsakhe, which is a 
source of considerable wealth to the 
government. 

Two more valleys were passed and 
an open plain entered, which was 
bounded on the south by a mountain 
range 2000 miles jong, stretching east 
and west, the greatest physical feature 
north of the Bramaputra Valley. Snow 
and glaciers everywhere bounded the 
horizon. 

Dr. Hedin was rewarded by discov- 
ering the continuity of this chain, 
which no explorer heretofore had ap- 
proached from the north. He crossed 
the range eight times at various 
points, naming it originally the Nin 
Ghan Tangla. 

The success with which he had met 
In his expjorations stimulated him to 
attempt the solution of the problem of 
the course of the Charta Tsanpo, a 
big tributary of the Bramaputra. He 
found that its course has been 
ly marked on the maps and ft is fed 
from huge snow peaks, a lake being 
formed from whence the river reached 
the Bramaputra.

HEAVIEST WEIGHT CARRIED. 

Mr, Wright announced several daye 
ago that he would take Lieut. Self- 
ridge, who is secretary of the Aé#rial 
Experiment Association, and an avia- 
tor himself, in his next flight. The 
officer was delighted to have an op- 
portunity to fly in the a#roplane. He 
was to leave Saturday for St. Louts, 
Mo., where he was to assist Lieut. 
Foulers in operating the Baldwin air- 
ship at the coming army maneuvers. 

At 6:14 the aéroplane was released 
and it was noticed that it did not rise 
as quickly from the ground as on pre- 
vius two-man fiights. Loeut. Sel- 
fridge weighed about 175 pounds, mak- 
ing the weight greater than the ma- 
chine had ever carried before. 

After gliding over the ground on fts 
runners for thirty feet the* machine 
rose gradually and had gained a height 
of forty feet when it passed over the 
starting apparatus for the first time. 
There was a six-mile wind. The avi- 
ator, however, apparently had control 
of the aérial flyer, which rose to @ 
height of seventy-five feet as it com- 
pleted the second round of the field. 
This height was maintained on the 
third round, 

SWOOPS DOWN TO GROUND. 

While the machine was turning at 
the southern end of the field, seve 
thousand feet from the specta 
some one shouted: “What is that? 
Semething fell?” 

Immediately all eyes were on the 
afroplane and it was seen to turn 
over on Its left side and, pausing a mo- 
ment, made a complete turn and then 
came swooping to the earth in a cloud 
of dust. 

No effort on the part of the aviator 
could possibly have averted the acci- 
dent. Planes and rudders were abso- 
lutely incapable of righting the ma- 
chine when it had turned im that man- 
ner. 

Soldiers and officers ran across the 
feld. It was fully @ minute before 
any one reached the tangled mass.

SUICIDE’S WIFE 
TELLS STORY. 


Mrs. Richardson Says She 
Was Brutally Treated. 


Husband Often Threatened 
Self-destiusiion. 


Coroner’s Verdict Says Case 
‘of Insanity. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS-NIGHT REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, September 17.~— 
Mre. Erskine Richardson, whose hus- 
band committed suicide here last week 
by taking cyanide of potassium, told 
the story of her differences with her 
husband for the first time today, ner 
statements being’ submitted in the 
form of a deposition to the coroner's 
jury which held its inquest over Rich- 
ardson’s body. 

The deposition was necessary as she 
was too ill to appear. 

Mrs. Richardson declared that her 
husband treated her brutally through- 
out the two years of her wedded life. 
striking her often and threatening her 
with violence on many occasions. She 
Statd that Richardson was subject to 
fits of despondency, during which he 
repeatedly declared his intention of 
committing suicide, and this, coupled 
with the brutal treatment 
her, drove her to leave him two days 
previous to the siticide. 

The jury found death de to poison 
taken with suicidal intent during tem- 
porary ineanity.

“The aé#roplane was performing beau- 
tifully for six or seven minutes when 
suddenly one of the propellers broke 
near the end. This caused the machine 
to become so thoroughly ovt of balance 
through centrifugal force, as to make 
it unmanageable and it made a dart 
to the ground while still under opera- 
tion of the right propeller, causing it 
to strike the ground with a great deal 
more force than it would @ave done by 

“| do not feel that this is any serious 
defect in the machinery, but merely 
want of better construction tn the 
propellers, Therefore, I do not feel 
that the machine should de condemned 
beyond this point. I should imagine 
that when the machine made the dart 
for the ground, it fell at the rate of 
twenty miles an hour. Wright and 
Selfridge were not thrown out. The 
accident was due entirely to the de- 
fective propeller.”

ceived his orders to proceed to St. 
Joseph, Mo., and make experiments 
with the battalion balloon. He was to 
have left here next Saturday 

Ever since he received the last orders 
he has been fearful that he would have 
to leave before getting a chance to 
make an ascension in the Wright aéro- 
plane. Only yesterday he talked with 
a number of newspaper correspondents 
expressing fear that he would not get 
a chance to make an ascension. He 
was popular in the signal corps, tn 
fact, with everybody who knew -him,

CORONADO CL CLUB BUSY. 


Offers Gold, Silver ao andl Bronze Medals 
for Anglers Who Catch Denizens 
of the Deep. 

[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SAN DIEGO, Sept. 17.—Following the 
example of the successful fishing clubs 
of Los Angeles and Avalon, the Cor- 
onado Rod and Reel Club is prepar- 
ing to offer gold, silver and bronze 
medals to experts who succeed in land- 
ing tuna, albicore, yellowtail or other 
gamey fish of certain weight with rod 
and reel. The medals are now being 
manufactured by a local jeweler and 
will be ready for distribution as fast 
as the claimants prove they are en- 
titled to such under the rules of the 
club. 

To anyone landing a tuna weighing 
45 pounds or over, an albicore 35 
pounds or over, or a yellowtail 30 
pounds or over, one of the gold medala 
will be awarded. The silver buttons 
go to those catching a 40-pound tuna, 
30-pound albicore or 25-pound yellow- 
tall. The bronze awards will be made 
for a tuna weighing % pounds or over, 
albicore of 25 pounds or over and yel- 
lowtaill or 30 pounds or over. 

The Coronado Rod and Reel Club 
has been in existence over a year and 
during that time has done much to call 
the attention of fishermen to the fact 
that as good tuna fishing is to be had 
in the kelp beds off Point Loma and 
at other places in this vicinity as any- 
where along the Pacific Coast. This 
latest move on the part of the club 
officials promises to give tuna fishing 
a great stimulus and some  redéord 
catches may be expected. That the 
possessor of the gold, silver or bronze 

medals may tell their fish stories with 
| the certainty that they will be believed, 
inasmuch as they will have prima facile 
evidence of their catches, will also 
doubtless make the buttons highly 
prized trophies.

‘A MONOPOLY? 
ORDINANCE PROPOSED LOOKED 
ON SUSPICIOUSLY. 


Believed to Be Same Old Scheme, 
Oft Defeated, to Give an Alliance 
of Interests Control of the Business 
Commercially and industrially. 
Electric Wiring. 


Councilmen were besieged yesterday 
by plumbers trying to gain support 
for the plumbing ordinance now in the 
hands of the Legisiative Committee, 
but rot yet having received the com- 
mittee’s indersement. The ordinance 
Was prepared by I. B. Dockweller, at- 
.terney for the Merchant and Maeter 
Plumbers’ associations, and reflects 


e their idea of how Los Angeles ought 


to, regulate plumbing—apparently for 
the interest of the plumbers. 

But most members of the Council are 
familiar with the crdinance and its 
purposes, and there is much doubt of 
its meeting with serious support, if it 
ever reaches the <‘cuncil with a fav- 
orable report. It is the same scheme 
which has merited and met defeat, in 
the opinion of several Councilmen, 
several times before. Under the cloak 
of sanitation and public health, they 
say, it is really a method of making 
unjonisr. thrifty and organizing a 
monopoly that, in the end, may prove 
costly to the public of Los Angeles. 
The mere mention of the ordinance has 
aroused suspicion. Councilmen do not 
hesitate to say they are ready to ; ass 
any. law that will insure sanitary 
Plumbing, but they hesitate to create 
a board with autocratic power and in- 
vest it with full discretion as to who 
shall follow the pluinbing trade. 

The ordinance provides for the crea- 
tion of a board of plumbers, composed 

three master piumbers, one jour- 

neyman plumber and the Plumbing In- 
spector. This boar! is to examine all 
applicants for plumbers’ license ag it 
may please, the ordinance simply re- 
quiring the board to “make a careful 
and thorough examination of the qual- 
ifications of all applicants for .*master,’ 
‘journeyman’ and ‘“mploying’ plun - 
ers’ licenses.” The ordirance mukes 
those in business or following the 
trade at the time of the pa 
the ordinance exempt from the exam- 
ination requirement. 
The licenses are to date from the 

first Monday in January of each year, 
and must be renewed annually and ex- 
amination each year may be required, 
if the board deems !t necessary in any 
particular case. The fees are: Masters 
and employers, $3 examination fee 
and $75 annua! license fee; tourneymen, 
$2 examination fe: and §1 license fee. 
A “master” plumber is defined to be 
one who has served three years’ ap- 
prenticeship, one vear as a journey- 
man, and who employs one or more 
journeymen. . An “employing” plumber 
is a “person, firm or corporation” 
maintaining a fixed place of business 
and employing one or more licensed 
journeyman. A “Sourneyman” is a 
plumber who is an employ? of a mas- 
ter or an employing plumber. It is 
made uniawful for any one to pursue 
the industry without license under the 
classification fixed by the ordinance. 

After the passage of the ordinance, 
no person, firm or corporation may 
engege in the business or work at the 
trade without a .icense. No standard 
for either kind is fixed, this being left 
with the board fully. No bond is re- 
quired of either class to insure com- 
petent workmanship. 

J. W. Hellman, who is not affiliated 
with the alliances of the plumbing in- 
dustry, says the orlinance is the same 
old scheme to hold up the people of 
Los Angeles by controlling the busti- 
ness commercially and industrially. 
“Talk about industrial freedom.” said 
Mr. Hellman, “if ibis ordinance is 
passed the people will get a good taste 
of industrial despotism. The alliance 
between the manufacturers and the 
supriv h. uses, the supply houses and 
the maeter plumbers, and the masters 
and the journeyman plumbers, is now 
e0 clore that the citizen who wants to 
buy six inches of gas pipe cannot get 
it unless he patronizes an indepencent 
Gealer What would be if there mas- 
ters and jourreymen econtrolied who 
should engage in the business? That is 
what the ordinance means if it is 

eans menopoly and hold- 
up and the qualified competent plumb- 
er that hopes to make hie bread and 
butter outside of the combination wil! 
have 2 sweet chance to get by that 
boarc.” 

Mr. Hellman promises just as vigor- 
ous opposition now as he has always 
given to this board scheme. 

There also pending before the L eg- 
i@iative Committee a petition from the 
“letrical supply and contracting 
houses askine for a similar ordinance 
covering electrical work. It is based on 
the claim that electric wiring {s dan- 
work. No ordinance has heen 
submitted, but the one expected I« to 
foiiow the lines of the board of plu rhb- 
ers’ ordinance. 

Some Councifmen believe the city 
may profit by the example set by the 
insurance Inspection bureaus which 
get along without a boord of electrical] 
examiners, by withholding certificates 
until the work ie s.fely done The<e 
Councilmen feel that it is fair to make 
laws saying what 


shall be, and also requiring tnem to 
pass inspection by proper city of- 
cers. 


No report from the Legislative Com- 
mittee will be made at next Monday's 
sessicn of tre Council. None may ever 
be made indorsing the ordinance as it 


now stands.

USBAND’S LEG 
VS. WIFE’S RIB. 


THEY WERE BROKEN IN FAMILY 
FREE FIGHT. 


Both Sue for Divorce on Grounds 
of Cruelty, but Woman Wing in 
Court and Community Property is 
Divided—Stepsons on Each Side 
Give Evidence. 


A two-day family row last December 
in the home of Harvey A. Spurlin at 
Florence, in which fists, bricks, clubs, 
flatiron, curtain pole and profane 
words were used by Spurliin and his 
stepson, C. A. Garard, resulted in Mrs. 
Alice P. Spurlin being given an inter- 
locutory decree of divorce yesterday 
by Judge Monroe on grounds of 
cruelty. 

Mrs. Spurlin testified that she was 
sick in bed three months with three 
broken ribs, an-injured back, a bruised 
breast, and partial paralysis, caused 
by her husband's biows on these event- 
ful days, while Spurlin, who filed a 
cross complaint charging his wife with 
cruelty, said that his leg was broken 
by a flatiron thrown by Garard as 
Spurlin was running away, after 
throwing a brick at his wife. 

“He hasn't supported me for over a 
year,” said Mrs. Spurlin. “He went 
away several times last year, and on 
his last return he locked the bath-room | 
and shut me out of his room. He spit 
tobacco juice on the carpets, cut down 
my flowers, and did other things 
annoy me. When 1 asked him for the 
keys to the bath-room to clean it, he 
told me to go soak my head, and when 
I grabbed for the bunch in his hana, 
he struck me and knocked me down. 

“Three days after, he came into the 
house, smashed a mantel ornament on 
my arm, threw the pictures from the 
walls into the yard, smashed the furni- 
ture, pulled down the. portiere pole 
and said he would smash my head 
with it. My son, C. A. Garard, came 
in just them, and Spurlin ordered him 
out. My boy refused to go, and Spur- 
lin ran out the front door, came round 
the house, and threw a club through 
the screen door at me. It hit me on 
the head, and as ] turned he hit me 
in the back with a brick. I fell to the 
ground and as my son stooped to pick 
me up, he threw another brick. Then 
one of my sons grabbed a fatiron on 
the porch and chased my husband. 
hitting him on his leg and breaking it. 
He came beck for the other iron, but 
Spurlin was down. Then my 
picked me up and tarried me into a 
neighbor's house.” 

Frank D. Pendleton, the neighbor, 
Cc. A. Garard, and Dr. Ryan corrobo- 
rated Mrs. Spurlin’s story of her in- 
juries and their cause. 

“She told me to get out of the house 
last Thanksgiving,” said Spurlin, “She 

cursed me repeatedly and said 
she would just as soon give me poison. 
She slapped my face more than once, 
and she got hurt in the breast by 
throwing me on the bed in an effort 
to get my pants and the money in. 
them. One of my knees flew up and 
hurt her. I did not strike her with 
my hand. I threw the club at her, 
but I did not intend to hit her. I took 
down the portiere pole and iaid it 
quietly on the floor. I only threw one 
piece of brick, and her son smashed 
my leg with a fiatiron. I told him to 
get out of the house and he wouldn't 


Spurlin tn his cross complaint charged 
his wife with various acts of miscon- 
duct, but when he took the witgess 
stand repeated questions drew oni7 
vague replies from him on these points, 
as he seemed to suffer a lapse of mem- 
ory. His son, A. D. Spurlin, and Mrs. 
May Spurliin corroborated his story of 
the throwing of the flatiron and the 
elder Mrs. Spurlin’s profanity during 
the quarrel. 

The court divided the $2500 commu- 
nity: property at Florence equally be- 
tween Spurtin and his wife.

ILL MAKE FORWARD STEP. 

There will be gaiety among the nations when 
the world reads of a new session of The Hague 
Peace Conference. And the fun will be founded on 
a broad, hard rock. These efforts toward peace 
make too slow progress: The sessions naturally ap- 
pear at a cursory glance to be a waste of energy, 
productive of no good results, in a word, futile. 

But such a glance does not give us a correct view. 
These conferences are not futile. The effort is not 
wasted. Let us reason by analogy. In these days 
We are reading about wonderful progress made 
toward aérial navigation. The mastery of the air is 
almost a fact, and promises to be as much a fact as 
the mastery we have over the water. There was a 
time when water navigation seemed as impossible 
to man as air navigation seemed a few centuries 
ago. In the development of water-going craft there 
was a time when it was farther from perfection than 
air-going craft is at present. There is not a fin- 
ished human art cr craft that has not been the slow 
work of ages. 

So it is in law and morals. Primitive tribes 
know nothing of the Decalogue, and have no code of 
laws. By slower degrees than the development of 
the hot-air balloon into the airship, the moral law 
was brought to the perfection of today, and by 
scarcely less slow processes the code of a modern 
State was evolved. 

All the influences which work through centuries 
to lead men from savagery to civilization, to replace 
despotism and brute force by just laws between man 
and man, are now working with much force toward 
a mutual understanding between nations to do 
justly and to love mercy. Indeed, modern warfare 
is an evolution by which the horrors of barbarous 
war have been for the most part eliminated. The 
warriors whom Homer describes as fighting around 

_the walls of Troy would be looked upon as butchers 
now. Mankind has slowly struggled up from the 
state of socicty when Ajax and Achilles were heroes 
to the warfare of modern times, in which Gen. 
Grant could say to the vanquished soldiers around 
Richmond: “Keep your horses. You will need 
them to put in the spring crops;” and to Capt. Phil- 
lip on the Texas, off the coast of Cuba, saying to 
his men: “Boys, don’t cheer. Those poo? fellows 
are dying.” 

These influences which have changed the awful 
butchery of savages into the spirit of modern war 
are the same that are working along the same line 
toward the elimination of war from international 
relations. They are the same influences which in 
long ages established between individuals the prin- 
ciple of “live and let live” as the true theory of life. 

There were many conferences which seemed to 
accomplish nothing, each taken separately, before 
individuals came to realize that it would be best for 
all if might’ were made to give way to right, and as 
many before the savage war chief was converted 
into a Washington, a Grant or a Phillip. But not 
one of these conferences was entirely fruitless. A|!- 
though the rules of life and the usages of war might 
not undergo a formal change, the conference, with 
its exchange of sentiments, opened men’s minds and 
creat-d better dispositions in their souls. 

Why should not the nations which now agree that 
Ajax was a butcher and that an Apache war is a 
shame to human natwre, in time realize that the 
world may live in peace, if each nation will agree 
to respect the rights of all other nations? Why 
shall not men who agree that in disputes between 
neighbors the proper way to settle all differences is 
in the courts by due process of established law, 
reach the idea that international courts are possible 
in which disputes between nations may be settled? 
Men must see how much better it must be for all 


ALL POINT TO TAFT. 


Savoy are those that relate to its history since the 
days of Carlo Alberto. 

The Elkinses are no mushroom race. The present 
head of the house in West Virginia is not a man 
without distinction. Small princesslets from small 
kingdomlets became queens by wedlock with mem- 
bers of the house of Savoy in times past. Their 
houses were not in any way as distinguished as 
that of a United States Senator. Some of them 
are blighted with records that are infamous. 

This is the American view. It explains why we 
lack enthusiasm, why we do not feel it to 
be a national honor in which we all share 
to have this daughter of one of our Sen- 
ators marry a Duke.

The 
man who achieves thé Senatorship wears a zreater

Two men live side by side in the Same street. and 
The competition for 
trade is keen, but the struggle must be fair. Laws 
define the relations of man to man. Two nations 
live on the shores of the) same sea, and the people 
in each wish to engage in industrial pursuits and 
in oversea commerce to procure raw material and 
fcod and to dispose of the products of manufacture. 
Why shall not this competition be as fair as that 
between the two grocers, and why shall not laws be 
agreed upon to govern the relations of the people 
of one country with those of another? Why, there 
are such laws. An English ship can no more rob or 
scuttle a German ship than one grocer can rob the 
store of the other, or burn it to the ground. But if 
trade competition is very keen one nation may go to 
war with the other on some trumped-up pretense 
and wipe out the merchant marine of the other and 
thus secure the trade of the world for another 


period. 

How little further progress we need make, to en- 
force the same just dealing between the peoples of 
the two nations as a whole as now rule between 
them in personal transactions. Just one more step 
in the ascent from barbarism to true civilization— 
and the hopes of the world, the aspirations of hu- 
manity will be fulfilled. i 


HY ENTHUSIASTIC? 

There is a great tempest in a small teapot 
stirred up by the desire of the Duke of the Abruzzi 
to take as his wife an American girl, Miss Kather- 
ine Elkins, daughter of Senator Elkins of West Vir- 
ginia. The Duke is of the house of Savoy, the reign- 
ing family of Italy. King Victor Emanuel, his wife, 
Queen Helene, and the Queen Mother, Margharita, 
are also in the center of the tea-storm. 

All this is natural. The Duke being of royal 
blood, the other royalties naturally ‘regard his mar- 
riage with a plebeian, as they esteem Miss Elkins, 
as a mesalliance. Why not? That is the way they 
have been brought up to regard such matters, and 
it would be very remarkable if they saw the affsir. 
in any other light. 

The question might well be left to the two fami- 
lies, that of the Duke and that of the proposed bride, 
to settle in their own way. It does not concern 
the 90,000,000 Americans who will not be asked to 
the wedding. Nor in these days of growing democ- 
racy should the good people of Italy loose sleep 
about it. 

But democracy in Italy is far from ripe, albeit 
the country comes near being the cradle of popular 
government. The days were when Rome would 
have brooked the eternal devil as easily as a king. 
That was long ago. In spite of the life of Mazzini 
and of Garibaldi, the Romans of today are very 
proud of their king, and of the house of Savoy, and

TILL YOU SET THE CLOCK BACK? 
The decade 1890 to 1899 was nearly all passed 
under the blight of low-tariff Democratic influence 
in this country. The part of the current decade 
1900 to 1908 has all been under the influence of the 
highest tariff protection ever known in this country. 
The Bureau of Labor has made a report as to the 
condition of our wage-earners in these two periods. 
The average wage in 1907 was 28.7 per cent. higher 
than the average of the decade 1890 to 1899. The 
number of persons employed in the latter period 
was 44.6 per cent. greater than tm the former. The 
hours of labor show a decrease of 4 per cent. in 
favor of the period controlled by tariff protection. 
It is true the cost of food was greater in this 
period of prosperity by 20.6 per cent. But still the 
purchasing power of an hour's work was 6.8 per 
cent. greater in 1907 than the average in the decade 
1890 to 1899.

In State vs. Swisher, 17 Tex. 448, 449, it was said: 

“But, besides the fact that the Constitution does 
not provide for such reference to the voters to give 
validity to the acts of the Legislature, we regard it 
as repugnant to the principles of the representative 
government formed by our Constitution. Under 
- our Constitution, the principle of lawmaking is that 


' laws are made by the people, not directly, but by 
and through their chosen representatives. By the 
' act under consideration, this principle is subverted, 
and the law is proposed to be made at last by the 
| popular vote of the people, leading inevitably to 
what was intended to be avoided, confusion and 
great popular excitement in the enactment of laws.” 


MEN AND THINGS OVER THE SEA. 


Sack of Flour for Each Person. 

The British milling industry has considerably 
strengthened its position of late years, and at the 
present time the “manufacture” of the flour con- 
sumed in the British Islands is almost entirely 
done at home. The 44,000,000 people actually con- 
sume about 42,000,000 sacks of flour of 280 pounds 
each per annum—as nearly as possible a sack per 
person per annum. Of the nearly 12,000,000, 
pounds of wheaten flour which they thus get go 
in a year, only about one-ninth is imported into t 
British Isles as flour. In other words, British mill- 
ers produce about eight-ninths of all the flour eaten.

bor in West Africa, says he is firmly convinced of 
the superiority of men with red hair and blue eyes 
for employment on the Gold Coast. “They stand 
the climate much better,” he said. “Their skins act 
properly and throw out the impurities of the blood, 
and they do not get morbid. They are much more 
cheerful and do not’ become gloomy like men of 
sallow complexions. If two men came to me for 
employment, one red-headed and the other not, and 
their qualifications were reasonably equal, I would 
unhesitatingly choose the man with hair and 
blue eyes. There is something in the blood of red- 
headed people which makes them almost totally im- 
mune from malaria. The mosquitoes bite them, but 
the poison imparted into their blood simply dies, 
and beyond the temporary inconvenience cau oy 
the irritation, nothing happens.” 


Devonshire Must Economize. 

The_heavy death duties laid on English estates 
have seriously affected the estates of the late Duke 
of Devonshire. He held the estates for only about 
twelve vears, and after that comparatively short 
time his successor has to pay out the heavy duties 
once more, and this time on a higher scale, for he 
succeeds as a nevhew, and the more distant the re- 
lationship the higher are the duties. The new Dike 
has, therefore, been compelled to sell the entire 
herd of pure Southdown sheep bred by the late 
Duke, and to considerably curtail the scale of ex- 
penditure maintained by his predecessor. 


Emigration to Siberia. 

Previous to 1906 the annual emigration to Siberia 
from Russia did notsexceed 100,000, though the 
lands there are far more available for agricultaral 
purposes than those of European Russia. In that 
year the government raised its restrictions, and 
during the first ten months of 1907 the number of 
emigran.s rose to 556,000, and this year it is ex- 
yected to reach 1,000,000. These emigrants are al- 
loeed to take up plots of forty acres of virgin soil 
without any of the restrictions which the large 
landed proprietors have imposed on their tenants 


in Russia. 


England Lacks Forests. 

Last year England imported wood and timber to 
the value of over £27,000,000. At the same time 
the country has no less than 12,000,000 acres which 
are regarded as waste land, and another 12,000,000 
which are classed as heath and mountain. In Ire- 
land there are 2,000,000 acres which might be cov- 
ered with forests. A good deal of attention is 
lately being paid to the question of afforestation, 
and the report of a commission having the subject 
in hand is expected to indicate the districts suitable 
for rapid and profitable afforestation. It has been 
found in Eurone that forests can be “farmed” at a 
profit--the profit being a little less per acre than 
on good land, and a little more

r acre than agriculture carried out on inferior 
and. In the kingdom of Saxony, which, with its 


| climate, its soil, its rolling hills, and moderate up- 


lands, may quite fairly be compared with England, 
although England is the gainer by. the comparison, 
there are some 500,000 acres devoted to state for- 
ests. Seven-eighths of these forests are composed 
ef conifers—trees, that is, which we can grow 
equally well if not bette~. and for which, out of the 


| £27.000,000 spent, £18,000,000 was expended on fir. 


And the net profit on these forests averages no less” 
than £1 an acre all .round. 


Peer Sells Treasures. 

Lord Wolseley’s reduced: financial condition has 
caused him to surrender the lease of his charming 
country seat at Glyndg, and to sell all the treas- 
ures with which he had surrounded himself there, 
comprising many valuable engravings and paint- 
ings, fine old furniture, and, above ail, many beau- 
tiful specimens of Sevres, Crown Derby and old 
Staffordshire china. When the government raised 
him to a peerage as a reward for his military 
service in Egypt, it bestowed upon him by act of 
Parliament, in two payments, the sum of $260,000 
for the purpose of endowing the dignity, instead of 

ranting him an annuity of $10,000 for his own 
Rte. and for that of the next two holders of the 
peerage, as had been done previously in the case 
of other successful soldiers. However, Lord Wol- 
seley, although he has been obliged to dispose of 
his treasures in o@der to settle his liabilities, has 
still his pay as a field marshal, as well as certain 
other military allowances, so he is very far from 
being destitute.

Two heavy anvils 
were used, one above the other, and 
between them was placed the powder 
and the fuse, which was a scrap of pa- 
per. A long-handled iron rod with its 
end at white heat ignited the fuse, and 
soon an explosion followed of such a 
resounding detonation as though a 
huge cannon had been fired, and the 
upper anvil spun in the air like a top. 

GRAND FANDANGO. 

In the evening a grand fandango was 
given in the pavilion, under the direc- 
tion of B. A. Lugo, president of the 
dav and A. R. Perez, secretary of the 
Committee on Arrangements. More 
than 400 people gathered for this part 
of the festivities, which continued un- 
til sunrise. Spanish quadrilies were 
very popular, and were interesting to 
the many spectators who had come 
from Alhambra and Pasadena and 
from near-by villages merely to look 
on. The maze of the many changes of 
movements in these Spanish quadrilles 
would confuse a dancing-master if he 
were out of practice, and so there was 
much fun over the blunders of the 
dancers. One amusing feature is the

GETTING ON SOLID BASIS. 


Within the last six monthe the banking cs- 
tablishments in Los Angeles have been fre- 
duced from forty-seven to thirty-three. This 
te directiy due to the working of the An- 
geles Clearinghouse rule requiring every bank 
in the city to have a capita) of not leas than 
$200,000 paid up. A number of smal) institu- 
tlons doing a commercial business on capital 
of from %25.,000 upwards, had to either cease 
or increase the capitalization, by consolida- 
tion or otherwise, or elect to do business out- 
side the pale of the clearinghouse regulations. 
The latter alternative was really a prolonged 
way of committing suicide. There are thirty 
banks today Within the clearinghouse regula- 
tions. Eleven form the agsociation, while the 
remaining nineteen are cleared for by mem- 

rs. Ten are national banks, seven operate 
under State commercial charters, seven are | 
savings banks, and five do trust company bust.
